Centennial Turnstiles.

Tue most thoughtful of the supporters 
of Dr. Felton are now inclined to admit 
that Judge Lester will be elected, and in 
speaking of the probabilities of such an 
event they console themselves with the 
idea that the democratic nominee will 
make quite as good a representative as 
Dr. Felton; that his influence in Wash- 
ington will be quite as large; that his ex- 
perience-as a legislator, as a lawyer, and 
as a people’s man is quite as extensive; 
and that his election will heal the breach 
in the ranks of the democracy. The 
democrats who support Dr. Felton 
upon purely personal grounds will shed 
no tears over theelection of Judge Lester. 


We would like to know something of 
the convention that nominated Wade.

New Hampshire. 

The most interesting of the November 
elections perhaps is that of the Old Gran- 
ite state. She has substituted November 
for March and a biennial for her old-time 
annual contest. Upon the first election 
of the new series depends the control of 
the state government for the coming two 
years, the complexion of a legislature 
that will choose Senator Wadleigh’s suc- 
cessor, of the delegation of three in the 
house of representatives, and of the 
county officers. There is enough at stake 
to bring out a full vote, even if the state 
were not one of the closest in the union. 
In 1874 the democrats carried off all the 
prizes, and the adverse majority since 
that time has not exceeded 3,000. As 
there are three candidates in the field for 
all the leading offices, and as New Hamp- 
shire is one of the majority states, it is 

very plain that the result is full of uncer- 
tainty. The greenback vote is “the un- 
known quantity,” even to a greater pro- 
portionate extent, it is thought, than it 
was in Maine. The democratic platform 
is unusually acceptable, and the nominees 
of the party are all that could be asked 
for from governor down. They are con- 
ducting a vigorous, aggressive campaign, 
with all the moral advantages of an united, 
hopeful party. The republican nominees 
labor under the difficulty of having to 


.. explain the corrupt course of the last 


legislature, which was republican in both 
‘branches. It seems reasonably certain 
that, if the democrats do not succeed in 
outvoting their opponents, the election of 
state officers will be thrown into a legisla- 
ture that the republicans do: not control. 
And when it comes to the election of an 
United States senator, the situation is 
liable to be mixed. in a way that will be 
apt to please Mr: ‘Wadleigh, who has an- 
tagonized the greenbackers on the cur- 
reney questions as muchas he has the 
democrats on all other questions in fed- 
eral politics. 


The State Fair. 

Some time ago it was intimated that the 
North Georgia fair had been inaugurated 
for the purpose of opposing, if not of 
crippling, the state fair, an intimation 
which we were at some pains to show 
was altogether without foundation. Since

ever been held in Georgia. 

We have written this for the purpose, 
if possible, of doing away with the unjust 
impression that there is any opposition 
in Atlanta or in this section to the success 
of the state fair. We are doing, and pro- 
pose to do, all we can to promote the suc- 
cess of that exhibition. It is a matter of 
state pride, and we trust that all who 
have articles of merit on exhibition at the 
Atlanta fair will carry them to Macon. 


Army Subsistenee. 

Quartermaster-General Meigs’ annual 
report contains a large amount of statis- 
tical information, and several recommen- 
dations—none however of great import- 
ance. Perhaps the most important is 
that urging the erection of a hall of rec- 
ords, to be fire-proof and conveniently 
situated, for the preservation of records 
of great value to the government now in 
danger of destruction by such a fire as 
lately occurred at the patent-office. 

The report is largely taken up with 
facts connected with the extensive and 
expensive movements of troops on ac- 
count of the Indian disturbances and 
labor riots of last year. Marches of 800 
to 1,000 miles were common, and there 
were several of 1,800 miles, two of 3,000, 
and one of 4,300 miles. The department 
bought 2,251 horses and 1,162 mules 
during the year, bringing the number of 
horses regularly enlisted in the service at 
the end of the fiscal year up to 11,575, 
and the mules to 9,688. 

The work of investigating claims for 
quartermasters’ stores was vigorously 
prosecuted during the past year. Out o 
2,222 disposed of, 1,355 were totally re- 
jected, and those which were allowed 
were reduced in amount from $692,876 
to $355,084. There are, however, 11,670 
claims on hand that were originated in 
the border states, and about 12,000 more 
that do not involve proof of loyalty. 

The report of Commissary-General 
Macfeely is a lengthy document, but its 
tables and figures do not, asa rule, suit 
the average taste. As a measure of 
economy the commissary general thinks 
appropriations should be so made as to 
enable him to make purchases for cash 
and at suitable times of the year. He 
reports the singular fact that the average 
price of fresh beef in Georgia in the year 
1878 was greater than in 1877, although 
less in many other states and even in 
some of the territories. There was a 
marked decline however in the cost of 
the rations of the past year. General 
Macfeely has earned the everlasting 
gratitude of the enlisted men by recom- 
mending that the allowance of tobacco be 
raised from sixteen to twenty-four 
ounces a month. The modifications in 
the army rations authorized last year, it 
is stated, have given general satisfaction. 
It has been proposed that cheese should 
form a portion of the authorized ration 
for general issue, but on account of the 
difficulty of procuring cheese of good 
quality and at a reasonable price, which 
will keep for such a length of time as is 
desirable for an article of ordinary issue, 
the commissary-general has not yet 
deemed it proper to recommend com- 
pliance with the suggestion. He refers, 
however, to the fact that Governor Sey- 
mour has offered a premium for a form 
and quality of cheese which will be best 
fitted for the use of the army, (to be ex- 
hibited at the Utica fair this month,) and 
says: ‘Should it be found that a cheese 
of good quality, which will keep a suffi- 
cient length of time for ordinary issue to 
the army, can be made and sold at a 
reasonable price, Iam of opinion that it 
would be advisable to add cheese to the 
components of the army ration.”’

Our American Legionaries. 

The telegrams from Paris bring us the 
announcement that nineteen distin- 
guished Americans connected with the 
representation of this country at the ex- 
position have received the decoration of 
the Legion of Honor. To properly un- 
derstand the significance of this honor, 
we need to say that the Legion of Honor 
was instituted in France under the first 
consul in 1802, and was designed as an 
honorary order, upon whose rolls should 
appear the names of those who had dis- 
tinguished themselves in the service of 
France. Civil and military exploits tend- 
ing to add lustretothe eagle of the Franks 
were to be rewarded by this decoration, 
conveying certain social and public privi- 
leges that rendered its acquisition desira- 
ble. Napoleon used it with marked effect 
in creating a large army of personal 
friends, and the cross of the legion blazed 
upon the breast of all those whose services 
to him were valuable, or at all distinguish- 
ed. The Third Napoleon was no less lavish 
in plaeing the red ribbon upon the lappels 
of his friends and supporters. The cross 
was also liberally bestowed for inven- 
tiéns, industrial exploits and discoveries, 
until its acquisition became an object of 
desire to all the savants, writers and 
master workmen of France. The num- 
ber of legionaries amounts to over fifty 
thousand, and they are not confined 
alone to France. Men everywhere who 
do distinguished service that may add to 
the glory of France are generally re- 
warded with this mark of honor. 

The decoration consists of a ten-pointed 


cross in white enamel, bearing in the 
center the golden eagle of France, sur- 
rounded with a wreath of laurel in green

Each of them has labored with great en- 
thusiasm in making the exposition upon 
the part of the Americans a marked suc- 
cess. The nominations of those who are 
to be chevaliers were induced by their 
conspicuous and indefatigable labors with 
the commission. They are all excellent 
gentlemen, and we are glad that the cross 
of the legion is to emblazon their breasts. 
As marks of public recognition they 
should be received by Americans with 
pride, for they indicate meritorious ser- 
vices in the cause of American progress.
